The new parties 
are expected to refrain from joining the "Antifa w bloc, but only 
for tactical reasons. There will be no party representing

A representative of the Central Committee of the Communist Party 
of the USSR, Sobolev, is at present in Germany collecting material 
for a report on the effectiveness of propaganda methods in the 
Soviet Zone. He is expected to recommend the creation of the two 
new parties, as well as the establishment of a "nev; democracy 
government" in Germany. 

Responsible officials of the SMA believe that the recently intro- 
duced control measures ha\e caused a panic among the personnel of 
the western powers in Berlin. This panic has spread to German 
politicians co-operating with the British and Americans, so that 
they are no^e hesitant in criticising Soviet policies. American 
dependents are making haste to leave Berlin, and it is believed 
that eventually all the western powers v ill evacuate the city: 
the as - lamp t ion is that they are waiting only for a suitable face- 
saving excuse.
